On^Friday, January 13, 1939, ^5 p.m., John Rocer ;s arrived at the office 
to register Pos: 1507 and register post members for the Winterfest. The registra- 
tion department called me to the front desk to talk to Roberts. Sen Ussery had 
left for the day so 1 asked Roberts to meet with me in my office to discuss 
Post 1 507 1 s charter and advise him :nat his registration could not be accepted 
un:i! Sen Ussery reviewed the memorandum f rem Faith Hccge. 

John was annoyed that he had not been confronted with the accusation immediately 
at the Viboda or shortly after. 

I mentioned that we received the report on the Monday following the Viboda 
and that John Barnes was in the process of reviewing the incident but had recent I v 
resigned. 

John believes he is being singled out falsely by s j nee he had 

made complaints at the Viboda about procedures for rec^^^^^^ e tc . 

John expects to review the matter with Sen Ussery as soon as possible after 
he returns from a trip (January 23rd) to North Carolina. 

Would call Ban on Tuesday, January 17th, to set an appointment.
